Sir John Moore. 


The retirement of Sir John Moore from 
the position of Honorary Visiting Physi- 
cian to the Meath Hospital brings to mind 
the names of two famous Dublin physicians 
of the last century—Dr. William Stokes 
and his equally renowned colleague, 
Robert James Graves. These men, by 
their contributions to medical science, 
helped to form part of the foundations of 
the great superstructure of modern medi- 
cine, and, by their labours, rendered the 
name of the Meath Hospital and the 
Dublin School of Medicine world famous. 
Sir John Moore succeeded Stokes as far 
back as 1879, and although now well into 
the eighties, he is still extremely active. 
He took a prominent part at the recent 
meeting of the British Medical Association, 
when the distinction of an Honorary 
Degree was conferred upon him by the 
National University. 


Sidelines. 
As a linguist of merit, counting Nor- 
wegian and Swedish among his mneeey 
of languages, Sir John has made valuable 
translations from Scandinavian and other 
medical journals, and was made an 
Honorary Member of the Swedish Society 
of Physicians. He is one of the four co- 
authors of the Manual of Public Health 
for Ireland: Apart from his interests as 
a physician—Sir John is still consultant 
physician to the Meath em RK is an 
expert on meteorology, and a Fellow of 
the Royal Meteorological Society. Dr. R. 
E. Steen, one of the most brilliant of our 
young Dublin physicians, is a worthy suc- 
cessor to such distinguished predecessors. 
Dr. Steen is equally well known both as a 
hysician and as a specialist in children's 
uasail and holds among other appoint- 
ments that of physician to the Children’s 
Hospital, Harcourt street, and Pzdiatri- 
cian to the Rotunda Hospital. 


SAusical Chairs. 


I wonder whether Ronald Mackenzie, 
the author of “ Musical Chairs,'’’ which 
will be produced at the Gate Theatre for 
the Horse Show Week, would have main- 
tained the high standard he set himself 
in his first play, had he not met his death 
last year in a motoring accident on the 
Continent. ‘‘ Musical Chairs’’ seems to 
me to have an autobiographical flavour, 
or, at any rate, to have Go based on 
actual experience, and bitter experience at 
that. Whether he would have remained a 
one-show playwright is open to question, 
but one may compare his initial effort 
with that of R. C. Sheriff, whose 
“ Journey's End” created a bigger 
theatrical furoré than almost any other 
post-war drama. Sheriff, of course, still 
remains known to fame by this one play ; 
for his second essay as a dramatist, 
though pleasant, was by no means in- 
spired. But I rather fancy that, in the 
tragic death of Mr. Mackenzie, the 
English theatre suffered a very consider- 
able loss, for in ‘‘ Musical Chairs ” he has 
displayed a magnificent sense of the 
theatre. 

As in all Shelah Richards’s productions, 
one may expect to see fluent and eagy 
acting and a carefully staged show. It is 
good news, too, that Ria Mooney will add 
to her extraordinary numbers of varied 
characterisations the part of Irene 
Baumer, a modern, ultra-sophisticated 
American girl. Miss Mooney is best 
known on this side of the Atlantic for her 
acting in Irish comedy réles, and it is 
not generally known over here that she 
was for three years prior to her recent 
Ameican tour juvenile lead in Eva Le 
Gallienne’s famous Civic Repertory

IR influence of the holiday season is 
to be found in every direction in the 
N Belfast is | ishing 
and sweltering in a heat wave. á iness 
is slack and listless. On the other hand, 
life at the seaside resorts is as brisk and 
lively as good weather and youth and high 
spirits can make it. It is too early to say 
the season will compare with its 
redecessors, but the general impression 
is that never before have the Northern 
pleasure resorts been so crowded or the 
facilities for entertainment so extensively 
tronised as during the past month. 
itherto July has been regarded as the 
chief holiday month in the North, but 
the ‘increasing numbers of cross-Channel 
visitors who come in August is gradually 
changing all that. Seaside season is 
heing extended every year, which is all to 
the good. The improvements in the hotels 
and boarding-house accommodation, which 
are being gradually achieved, largely as a 
result of the hints of the Prime Minister 
and the efforts of the Tourist Development 
Association, have been in no small measure 
responsible for the growing popularity of 
Northern Ireland as a tourist and pleasure 
resort, and must have been ‘responsible for 
the bringing of many thousands of pounds 
to the pockets of the caterers this season. 


A NOVEL CAMP. 


Among the means of improving the lot 
of the unemployed an interesting effort 
has been started on the lines of the 
English venture. The English camps are 
arranged to be a chain of permanent com- 
munities in which young men of all classes 
can live a useful, vigorous life, even if 
precluded from earning a living. The 

roject was initiated by the Order of 

oodcraft Chivalry, a social and educa- 
tional organisation which has had seventeen 
years’ experience of all-the-year-round 
camping. Their headquarters are at 
Toynbee Hall, London. Only young men 
between the ages of 18 and 25 are at 
present eligible for these camps. In: this 
outdoor environment, besides becoming 
physically fit, they are taught how to use 
their leisure profitably, and discussions, 
lay-reading, folk and Morris dancing, 
ong-distance hikes and football are all 
encouraged. 

A camp for unemployed youths on these 
lines is at present in being on the estate 
of Lord Dufferin at Helens Bay. There 
are thirty-six young men in residence, 
and they are living the full life of the 
open spaces. Each morning after breakfast 
and the ceremonial] of hoisting the Union 
Jack six teams are formed, each of which, 
under a leader, is engaged in felling 
timber on the estate and clearing scrub.

LINEN TRADE. 


Linen merchants and manufacturers are 
keenly interested in the future of the 
dollars. When Britain abandoned ths 
gold standard and the pound depreciated 
there were rosy hopes of a substantial re 
vival of the linen export trade to the 
Inited States. It cannot be said that 
these expectations were fully realised, 
though there was undoubtedly an improve- 
ment, and hopes were entertained of 
. further progress. Mr, Roosevelt's dramatic 
move has, however, greatly unsettled the 
outlook, and the trade is left speculating 
on the probabilities: of the American 
monetary situation. Up to the moment 
there have been no ill-effects from the 
decline in the dollar, but it is realised that 
this is merely temporary. 

American buyers, fearing a further 
depreciation in the currency, are supply- 
ing themselves with ample stocks of 
readily saleable goods, and many orders 
for linens for immediate delivery have 
been booked within the last week or two; 
but once it is felt that the dollar has 
reached rock-bottom these will cease, and 
it is feared that there may be little new 
business for future delivery. Meanwhile 
business in the mills and factories was 
resumed after the holidays with welcome 
orders on hand. The Dominions and 
Colonial markets show improvement, and 
here is a fair amount of home businese 
he demand for damasks, unfortunately, 
continues weak, and the export figures, 
as a whole, show no improvement. It is, 
perhaps, some consolation to learn that 
the continental linen trade is in no better 
condition than our own. 


WHEAT GROWING. 


Figures show that, no doubt as a result 
of the Government subsidy, there has been 
this year a substantial increase in the 
area sown in wheat in Northern Ireland. 
The acreage this year is 6,158, the largest 
for ten years. There is considerable interest 
among farmers as to the result. The soil of 
the greater part of the .province is, to 
put it frankly, not suitable for the profit- 
able raising of wheat. The product 
cannot compete with that of Canada or 
the Argentine. During the war a con- 
siderable acreage was sown and utilised 
in the war bread, but once peace was pro- 
claimed the figures slumped. The wheat 
of the Six Counties is too soft for profit- 
able flour milling, though it may pass 
muster when mixed with harder varieties. 
Whether the crops now ripening will be 
‘“millable ’’ remains to be seen. If they 
do, the subsidy of 4s. to 48. 6d. per cwt. 


should be sufficient to make the venture 
profitable to the farmer, and we may ex- 
pect a further increase in the acreage next 
year.

On the inside oí the wall, he said, 
British writerg wrote what they wanted 
the Irish people to know abo rest 
of the world, and on its outside 
wrote that they wanted the 
world to know about Irel However 
we may regard the aptness of the image, 
it was a striking one, and served to 
mind the inhabitants of this country that 
Ireland is a very small island, lying on 
the fringe of the European Continent; that 
its sole contact with the outside world is 
via Great Britain, and that in the world’s 
scheme of things we really are rather 
small beer. 

Since the establishment of the Irish 
Free State we no longer can make 
Griffith's excuse of the paper wall. The 
Free State Government has sent Ministers 
and Consuls to all sorts of foreign 
countries, Dublin has a Diplomatic Corps 
on a very respectable scale. The Free 
State has secured a seat on the Council of 
the League of Nations, delegates from 
Dublin go to conferences all over Europe ; 
and generally this little island has been 
put prominently on the map of the world. 


A POLYGLOT CITY. 


All of which brings us to the purpose of 
this article. pars ee present week the 
World Educational Conference has brought 
representatives of many foreign countries 
to Dublin. Jumping teams from five 
European nations have arrived for the 
Horse Show; numbers of Italians have 
come to make preparations for the arrival 
of General bo and his flyin 
‘‘armada,’’ and generally our little islan 
has a greater number of foreign-speaking 
visitors than it has had for many a long 
day. How many of our people are able 
to talk to them? This is a question that 
often has interested me; for it is a 
notorious fact that the inhabitants of these 
islands—and Englishmen are just as bad 
in ae rn ir w sae vag ave a very 

r knowledge of foreign languages. It 
ae natural, after all fini 

Ireland lies in a backwater, far outside 
the stream of European intercourse. Our 
people have little opportunity for the 
—— of foreign languages, and most 
of those who take an occasional trip 
abroad are content with the half-dozen 
words and phrases, such as Combien, 
Wieviel, quand costa, and the rest of 
them which serve to make oneself reason- 
ably well understood to railway porters, 
café waiters and shop assistants. The 
unfortunate thing about this kind of thing 
is that when the Irish visitor tries to 

ractice his few words of a foreign 
anguage on the natives, he usually dis- 
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I know of nothing that can humiliate 


one more rapidly than of 
this kind. Í was in Spaih-ovtew years 
o, and I spent several minutes in an 
attempt to explain what I wanted in my 
different Spanish, when the person 
g suddenly con- 
he courteous remark: 
“Would it not be a. idea to tell me 
what you want in ish?’’ Inhabitants 
of continental countries are forced to learn 
other peoples’ rem dint There is so 
much coming and going between one 
country and another that trade and com- 
merce would be almost impossible if le 
had not a fairly fluent knowledge of 
foreign languages, and the result is that 
every continental child is forced to learn 
at least one language in addition to his 
own. 


THE BEST LINGUISTS. 


The people who are the best linguists 
are those whose own language are the 
most difficult and the least widely known. 
Nobody else will learn their language, so 
they have no alternative but to learn the 
language of other folk. Take the case cf 
the Czechs. When I was in Czechoslovakia 
last year I found that every educated 
Czech was able to speak German and 
French fluently. In most cases he also 


| knew Russian, could make himself under- 


stood in Hungarian—especially if he lived | 
in the east of the Republic, and, as likely 
as not, had a working knowledge of 
English. The same applies to the 
Magyars, the,Poles, and, above all, to the 
pre-Bolshevist Russians. 


I met hundreds of Russian officers 
during the War, and I can safely say 
that there was not one of them who did 
not know some other language beside his 
own. The MKRussians are wonderful 
linguists; but now that they have 
ceased to travel outside their own 
country, their place has been taken by 
the Czechs. e Germans are fairly 
good, if uninspired, linguists. They 
earn languages in the same fashion as 
they do everything else—-with thorough- 
ness and zeal; but they rarely uire a 
first-rate accent, although most of them 
have excellent musical ears. 


That is one of the mysteries of language- 
learning. The Germans have a phrase for 
it—Sprachgefiihl, or feeling for languages 
i “ sh you Hr sad at, you never 
will speak a forei an rly. 
Most Slavs have gy fi Teutons, yok pe 
many Frenchmen, and still fewer Anglo- 
Saxons. Americans often have great 
fluency, acquired by years of patient 
study ; but it is very seldom that one finds 
an American who speaks any foreign 
language with anything approaching a

| We, who inhabit the British Isles, 


probably are the worst linguists in the 
world. Only a few years ago a German 
visitor to Dublin was unable to make his 
wants understood in any of the hotels 
which he visited, and although things 
have improved somewhat in the mean- 
while, forei visitors still have much 
difficulty ity ing people to talk to them 
in their own ianguages. Very few 
Dubliners can speak even French. Ad- 
mittedly, their opportunities are few. At 
most schools Iris 


way as they are taught mathematics—as 
something to be worked out, like a “cut” 
in Euclid ; and, besides, nowadays children 
are busily occupied in the learning of 
Irish, a language which takes up a great 
deal of their time. 


FAULTY METHODS. 


It is essential, however, that the rising 
generation of Irish citizens shall be better 
i jenáirce in the matter of foreign languages 
than their parents were, and for that 
reason every good Irishman must deplore 
the fact that both French and German 
are being neglected so badly. Apart 
altogether from their cultural value, they 
have an increasing value in trade and 
commerce, and the young man or woman 
who starts life with a working knowledge 
even of one foreign langnage has a marked 
advantage over his or her competitors. 
Next week I shall give my readers a few 
hints concerning the best way to tackle 
foreign languages. Most students waste 
a great deal of time in cramming their 
heads with rules and exceptions, for- 

tting entirely that a language is a

Battle dead-heated for the Flying Plate.— 
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After Nineteen Yeats. 

Nineteen years ago to-day the peoples of 
the British Empire found themselves at 
war. The holiday season was at its height. 
War fell on these islands like a thunder- 
bolt from August’s bright sky, and a 
nation of civilians, with a ‘‘ contemptible ”’ 
little army of 150,000 men, was face to 
face with the greatest crisis in the world’s 
history. Who will forget those gallant 
days? Britain went to war with a smile 
on her face and a song on her lips. From 
the factories and the fields, from university 
and school, boys who were on the threshold 
of life shouldered their rifles like veterans 
and marched to their doom ; for there never 
was such a holocaust of youth. For four 
death-laden years our people poured their 
best blood into war’s insatiable maw. Fifty 
thousand Irishmen fell in the Empire’s 
service. They knew no distinction then of 
creed or class. North and South joined forces 
on Messines Ridge. When Major William 
Redmond was wounded mortally, Ulster- 
men bore him from the field, and during 


‘| those four years Irishmen forgot domestic 


differences in their supreme endeavour. 
The British Empire's effort in the World 
War has no parallel in history. More than 
a million men of British stock gave their 
lives on the battlefields, on the sea and in 
the air. England, Ireland, Scotland, 
Wales, the Dominions and the Colonies all 
gave freely to the common cause in a war 
that was not of their making. At Ypres 
and Suvla Bay, at Jutland and Zeebriigge, 
on the Somme and on the Struma, men who 
wore the King’s uniform gave the lie to 
those who thought that the British race 
was effete. A nation of shopkeepers 
became a nation in arms. It threw itself 
heart and soul into the struggle, to emerge 
at the end triumphant, but at an awful 
cost, 

Many things have happened since that 
memorable day in November, 1918, when 
the last shot was fired, and peace came 
to the earth again. In the first reaction 
men and women almost lost their reason. 
For the first few years after the Armistice 
the world gave itself over to a wild search 
after pleasure. Money was abundant. 
Those who had fought and come back were 
anxious to forget all about the War, and 
an atmosphere of artificial gaiety was 
created everywhere. This spirit was 
exemplified in the cult of “ jazz,’’ which 
spread like an ugly rash over the 
world. Mankind was jaded. A reckless 
abandon succeeded the endurance of 
the War years, and the art of living was 
reduced to a farce. Then came the 
shock of the economic crash. The 
day of reckoning broke upon the world 
almost as suddenly as war had broken on 
it in the dog days of 1914. In a trice 
everything changed once again. The false 
hilarity of the “‘ twenties ” yielded place 
to the disillusion from ‘which man- 
kind still is suffering. Millions of workers 
were thrown on the streets. The mirage 
of prosperity which had deluded the 
nations for so many years vanished from 
our sight, atid the world now is striving 
in desperation to recover what has gone, 
Discipline is being enforced at the pistol’s 
point. Dictators have arisen to dragoon 
the people into orderly ways, and the 
Liberal ideas of the last century 
hardly have a friend. The nineteenth 
anniversary of Britain’s entry into the 
War finds not only Europe, but the whole 
civilised world adrift in a maelstrom of 
aimless cynicism. Men and women have 
forfeited their faith. Believing in nothing, 
they seem to have lost the will to work, 
and to have forgotten long since the 
flaming ideals which fired their souls nine- | 
teen years ago, 

Our own little island has not escaped 
the general decay. Since the War our 
people have been living in a welter of 
political and social unrest. Hatred and 
bitterness have poisoned Irishmen's souls. 


When the Irish Free State was established 
we fondly imagined that at last Ireland 
would know peace; but that great event 
merely was the prelude to enhanced enmi- 
ties and civil strife. To-day the inhabitants 
of the two Irish States are farther apart 
than ever they were. The Free State has 
hedged itself about with tariffs and trade 
restrictions of all kinds, An economic war 
is being waged against Great Britain, to 
the permanent hurt of Irish interests, and 
throughout the land there are uneasy 
mutterings which bode ill for the future. 
‘Is Ireland never to have a chance?’’ 
cried the late Arthur Griffith when the 
fate of the Anglo-Irish Treaty was being 
decided. If he were alive to-day he would 
have cause for despair. Outwardly, there 
is little, sign of the inner canker that is 
sapping the nation’s life. Dublin during 
recent weeks has been one of the gayest 
capitals in Europe, and we have no doubt 
tliat next week's Horse Show will maintain 
its high repute. It would be foolish to 
pretend, however, that all is well, or 
nearly well. Ireland is suffering from a

the issue of a protracted strike on the 
Great Northern Company’s ‘system—the 
longest strike in railway history. Negotia- 
tions had been proceeding for some time 
previously between the unions and the 
companies: the companies had demanded 
a tut in wages, which the men’s repre- 
sentatives’ were not prepared to accept. 
A strike was averted from the Great 
Southern lines at Christmas by the Free 
State Government’s offer of a subsidy, 
but the Six-County Government refused 
to follow the Southern example, and the 
Great Northern railwaymen ““ came out,” 
Finally a settlement, which was to 
embrace all Ireland; was reached between 
the companies and the N.U.R. on the 
basis of a 74 per cent. cut. The conelu- 
sion of the Northern strike on these terms 
was followed by a short, unofficial strike 
on the Great Southern system, which, 
lacking the support of the unions, 
collapsed almost immediately. There were, 
and are, some outstanding difficulties—a 
question of the reinstatement of strikers. 
and the companies’ insistence on a com- 
pulsory period of holiday without pay for 
all workers, the latter of which inspired 
yet another short and localised strike in 
the Dublin area six weeks ago. Generally, 
however; the major issues between the 
National Union of Railwaymen and the 
companies have been settled by yesterday’s 
decision at the delegate conference, and 
we must hope that peace will prevail on 
the railways for a long time to come. 
Another strike, we may be _ perfectly 
certain, would mean the end of the Free 
State and Northern railways. At present 
the companies are hardly able to make 
ends meet; dividends are unknown 
quantities—the Great Southern’s dividend 
was further deferred yesterday—and mu!ti- 
tudes of small shareholders throughout the 
country are in positive want of money to- 
day. The Great Southern system, indeed, 
had high hopes of the Free State Govern- 
ment’s loudly trumpeted Railways Bill, 
but that measure has not made the posi- 
tion one jot the better. We do not care 
whether the majority of Ireland's rail- 
waymen pin their faith to the National 
Union of Railwaymen or transfer it to 
a new, local union; but we hope most 
sincerely that they will consider their own 
good and the good of the railways before 
they embark on any more strikes. We 
hope, also, that they will acknowledge the 
authority of whatever union they may 
choose; for, if workers refuse to accept 
the decisions of their representatives, 
industry must return *to chaos.

Enchanted Waters. 


In parts of the earth where the whims 
of nature are habitually carried out in 
the grand. style, the curious story which 
we print to-day from County Sligo would 
cause little comment. The people of the 
South Seas have become blasé about their 
islands which vanish and reappear; and 
in the Siberian tundras the eccentric con- 
duct of lakes is no longer news. Ireland, 
however, expects stability on the part of 
her natural features, and we can readily 
understand the consternation and awe of 
the dwellers near Lough Nasuil, who 
awoke on Wednesday «morning to find that 
their familiar expanse of water was no 
more. A cavity from which issued a 
“loud hiss:ng noise ’’ supplied a clue, to 
the route by which the flood had found a 
new level, but did little to relieve the 
general anxiety. The event, indeed, intro- 
duces an unwanted element of precarious- 
ness into Irish life. Hitherto, when the 
traveller encountered a lake forty-five 
acres in’ extent, he could be reasonably 
sure that it had been there yesterday and 
that he would find it there next year if he 
chanced to revisit the place: Yet, 
although nature’s little joke in Sligo 
appears at first sight somewhat obvious 
and in doubtful taste, it is said locally to 
be not without parallel. According to 
legend, it is a secular event, intended to 
remind the neighbourhood that the lake 
derived its name from Balor of the Evil 
Eye, who met his death by these waters at 
the silver hands of King Nuadha. Unless 
the tradition errs, the lake must fill up 
again long before the year 2033 in order 
to fulfil the legacy of these dim potentates, 
and we need have no fears for the other 
inland waters of Ireland. We can forgive 
one such liberty in a hundred years, but 
it would be no joke if the Lakes of 
Killarney were to become a series of 
dissolving views. : 


The Drug Traffic. 


A report which has just been made by 
the British Government to the League of 
Nations affords an insight into the compre- 
hensive organisation of the traffic in 
dangerous drugs. It deals with the un- 
masking of the Eliopoulos gang, which 
formed part of one of the most venturesome 
and successful drug agencies in the world, 
The brothers Eliopoulos -vere the European 
heads of this organisation; they concealed 
their operations behind a ‘ banking” 
business in Paris, and distributed the drugs 
smuggled into Europe by one, John Voyat- 
sis, whose headquarters, apparently, were 
in the Far East. Last year, as it hap- 
pened, two of the brothers Eliopoulos 
visited London. They did nothing openly 
there, but merely directed the activities of 
the gang in continental Europe by means 
of telegraph and telephone. To all 
appearances, their position was impregn- 
able; but they had not made due allow- 
ances for the new system of co-ordination 
between the police of the various countries, 
which are pledged to eradicate the drug 
traffic. Information reached England bit 
by bit concerning the ramifications of the 


gang. When pieced together, the bits 


revealed that the Eliopoulos organisation 
and its subsidiary “ companies ” included 
more than a hundred persons of various 
nationalities, who operated in several 
Turkey, the United 


States and the Far East. It was discovered

A Transport Strike. 

A more ill-considered strike than that 
of certain sections of the passenger 
transport services has never been inflicted 
on the public. It is in direct defiance uí 
the orders of the trade unions concerned. 
First, some 400 employés of a Romford 
omnibus line downed tools in respect of 
grievances which could have been adjust. 
after brief negotiations. Then numbers oí 
the Green Line coachmen—an organisa- 
tion which comes under the administration 
of the new London Passenger Transport 
Board—came out in sympathy with theic 
provincial fellow-workers, and again 
against the advice of their unions. Lord 
Ashfield, the Chairman of the L.P.T.B, 
put his foot down sternly on these pro- 
ceedings, and the unions were behind him, 
because the men’s action was a clear 
breach of agreements. Mr. Bevan, of the 
Transport Workers, took so firm an atti- 
tude in the matter that the strike promises 
speedily to collapse. That of the tax- 
drivers is spreading, but there is reason to 
believe at the moment that it will not 
become general. 


Communiats at the Polls. 


Whether the Communist Party of Great 
Britain will carry out its threat to oppose 
Mr. Arthur Henderson in the Clay Cross 
Division is doubtful. At best this in- 
trusion into such a Labour stronghold can 
only be regarded as a gesture with every 
prospect that ' the candidate almost 
certainly will forfeit his deposit, like 
nearly every Comniunist candidate who 
had the temerity to risk a trial of voting 
strength at the general election, and for 
many previous contests.

INTERVENTION ON BEHALF 
OF STRIKING MINERS,

WASHINGTON, Friday. 


President Roosevelt is himself now try- 
ing to bring about success in the 
negotiations to end the strike of 36,000 
miners in the Pennsylvania coalfields. 

General Johnson, the head of the 
National Industrial Recove*y Administra- 
tion, is optimistic as to the President's 
success.

' For every instance of distribution of 
illegal pamphlets and of attacks on 
National Socialists or members of other 
national .organisations, and for every 
action. abroad damaging to Germany’s 
reputation, the perpetrators of which 
cannot be arrested, the Communist 
leaders in concentration camps will have 
to undergo special punishment.”

When every allowance is made for the 
activity of speculators, the success of the 
flotation is proof of the readiness and the 
ability of the British investor to supply 
the legitimate. financial. needs of the 
Dominions, so long as the terms offered 
him are reasonably favourable, and so 
long as he can feel assured of the safety 
of his investment. Both conditions were 
fulfilled in the present case. 

Mr. Bennett has expressed his gratifica- 

tion at the confidence. which the British 
investor has shown in the future of 
Canada, and has hailed the immediate 
success of the loan as further striking evi- 
dence of the solidarity of our Empire. 
The Canadian Press has welcomed it as 
opening a new era in the financial re- 
lationship between Canada aad_ the 
mother country. Its success is regarded 
as an effective postscript to the joint de- 
claration on monetary policy made by the 
Governments of the Empire on July 27, 
which held ont the prospect of closer co- 
operation between them, and thus helped 
to revive hopes which had been dashed 
by the failure of the World Conference 

The Times adds that the Empire 
Governments have shown a sad lack of 
vision in their decision, on miserably 
inadequate grounds, to disband the Em- 
pire Marketing Board, which, in its short 
span of life, has done so much at so littl 
cost to promote the trade of the Empire 
and to further the development of its re- 
sources.

THE REASONS. 


Intense disappointment was felt in 
Valentia when the decision became known. 
Captain Orsini, commander of the base 
at Valentia, said: ‘‘ We're very sorry that 
the armada is not coming to Yalentia efter 
all, Three reasons made General Balbo 
reach this decision. 

“The first was the continued bad 
weather off Newfoundland. The second 
reason was the likelihood of fog to be en- 
countered off the Irish coast.

EDUCATION.

PLEA FOR MORE FREE 


DAY SCHOOLS. 
—— 
A T a meeting of the Department of 


Secondary Education, which was held 

yesterday at University College. Dublin, 
a paper by the Rev. T. Corcoran, 8.J.. 
fessor of the Theory and Practice of Educa- 
tion, University Collage, Dublin, was read, 
entitled ‘‘ Structural Principles of Catholic 
Education.” In Father Corcoran’s absence 
the paper was read by Mrs. McCarville. 

Ireland and Europe, it was stated, still had 

much to achieve, both as to the education due 
to the whole people and as to the due position 
of the people’s teachers. Before the French 
Revolution education had been pursued on 
good lines, but the growth of capitalistic 
mercantilism steadily worked for the restric- 
tion of popular education. The excellent but 
illegal schools in Ireland at that period were 
suppressed by reactionary forces. Since then 
a good deal of what had been lost was bein 
recovered, and, as guides on this route o 
recovery, one might well turn to what was 
taught by the Catholic Church. There was 
no need to stress the facts that had charac- 
terised Catholic action concerning education 
during the last ten years. They all alike 
centred round the Catholicity, the fit training, 
and the due Catholic commission of the 
teacher. 


ETHICAL ISSUES. 


There had been an effort on the ~~ of 
false philosophies of education and false 
dottrines on ethical issues to supplant 
the teaching of the Church. Religion 
was held to be an interésting natural pro- 
cess. having its origins in the - savage 
residual practices of humanity, and closely 
akin to this was the doctrine of 
gentile, widely diffused in Italy since 1925. 
According to this theory, the Roman Catholic 
form of religion was a necessary stage in 
the evolution of the Italian character, but 
should not be taught beyond a certain stage 
of mental development. 

What was intended by many, was the 
withdrawal of education from every sort of 
dependence on the Divine Law. Educators 
and philosophers were searching for & 
universal moral codé for education, as if there 
existed no law laid down by God. There was 
great need, therefore, of translating Catholic 
training and principles into real action within 
the Catholic classroom. The spiritual life 
of the child was essentially the chief care in 
Catholic education. 

Professor Larkin, University College, 
Galway, said that he was much disappointed 
at the way education had been moving since 
the establishment of the Free State. As 
regards the provision of free education, there 
was too much tendency to centralise, There 
was an increase in the number of big 
secondary schools, but there should be more 
free day schools.

ACTIVITIES IN RELATION 
TO HEALTH. 


Milsom, Faris, presided over 
the Health Section, which met in the Round 
Room of the Mansion House cat: os 

Mrs. E. V. Parker, on behali of the British 
Social Hygiene Council, read a paper by Miss 
Jane Reaney, D.Sc., London, on “ Play 
Activities in Relation to Health.” : 

Miss Reaney wrote :—' The hunting in- 
stincts, which played so large a part in the 
life of primitive man, and which were inci- 
dentally the means by which many of his 
finest qualities were trained, find little to 
satisfy them in the monotonous and special- 
ised work of the present day. Instead of the 
hunt and the chase, the youth of to-day has 
the school-desk or the office-stool; his love of 
adventure is limited to the chances of city 
life, and if he breaks out in any other line, 
he may be looked upon as a criminal, On all 
sides his dispositions are baulked, and unless 
they find an outlét; become repressed. Herein, ' 
I believe, lies the explanation of the hooligan, 
the apache, and probably, at any rate in the 
young, of the drunkard and gambler. 
Herein als lies the reason for the tremendous 
appeal of our national games. i 

“ Psychologists have shown the evils which 
may result from ‘repression of these 
tendencies. It is an interesting fact, however, 
that when a primitive instinct is.sublimated, 
the original emotion no longer accompanies 
it. Small children cannot play a Bghting 
game without getting angry, and a footbal 
game between untrained teams often ends in 
a ‘ free fight,’ but with highly-trained teams, 
the fiercest contest is fought out without a

SCOUT EDUCATION, 


“ The tremendous appeal of the Boy Scout 
and Girl Guide movement, which has spread 
so rapidly all over the world, is due to the 
same cause. It satisfies the play-needs of the 
child of this industrial era. It has caught 
hold of the romantic adventure-loving soul 
of the eternal child—the soul that is the same 
in all nations—and bas given it that which 
it misses in the rush and stress of our civilised 
life. The fact that the Scout education suc- 
ceeds where the ortinary methods of education 
fail, has led to remarkable changes in many of 
our school methods. 

“The question of play leadership is under 
consideration in England. At the moment 
there are no definite centres for training play- 
leaders as such, although in many areas 
classes are held for voluntary workers, and 
are meeting with great success. ‘The care- 
fully-chosen, fully trained, and _ full-time 
supervisor is as necessary as the playground 
itself. It is probable that the solution of the 
problem will be such a supervisor, with 
voluntary helpers assisting. Every child has 
the right to play, and by some means or other, 
must be given the chance of full and 
harmonious development.”’

You have started 
without any ‘historical bias, and you have 
refused to let history obstruct your freedom 
of action. You have taken the best practice 
of a number of. countries, and» synthesised 
from that a code which you are attempting 
to apply to this. country. 

á cases a country does not 
develop along the lines which many of its 
educationists think desirable, for the one 
reason that it allows history to obstruct. 
What you are doing is to skim the cream of 


other people’s thoughts and apply them to 


your own problems as far as possible. You 
will avoid their mistakes, but will probably 
make others in working out .your schemes. 
That is inevitable, as 1 have found by per- 
scnal experience, 


VOCATIONAL EDUCATION,

“A PERILOUS JOURNEY.

HEN they heard that I was going to

and a namé with slightly absurd connota- 
tions. If we had thought. of it at.all, it 
s, romantic land, 
filled with picturesque bandits, a country 
in which the coe gt Tidustry ‘was 
smuggling, and in which the politics were 
as fantastic as those of the Kingdom of 
Barataria. So we decided to investigate 
the matter, ‘and, indeed, although the 
‘* revolution’’”’ and the ‘‘ two kings *’ have 
by now: lost any news value they pos- 
sessed,. there is a good deal to be said 
about the country. . 
THE ARRIVAL, 

Before investigating, however, one must 
first arrive, and avrivitig in Andorra is by 
no means so easy as it might appear to 
the casual inquirer. Shut off behind the 
great wall of the Pyrenees, it can only be 
reached from the French side by a single 
road, which twists its way, somehow or 
other, over a pass eight thousand feet 
high. But this road is circuitous, and the 
tiatives prefer the more direct mule-track, 
which goes over the Col Dret about five 
hundred feet further up—one of the 
highest passes in the whole range. At 
Easter, when” Joseph and I made our 
effort, both the road and our track were 
well under snow. 

Not that they seemed to think much of 
that at l’Hospitalet, from where ; we 
started, but them |’Hospitalet is peopled 
exclusively with tough guys. Unlike the 
average Frenchman, they are all about 
seven feet tall, and crossing the Pyrenees 
is no more than an afternoon’s stroll for 
them. .As for us, the unvarying whiteness 
of the péaks had shaken our con- 
fidence a littlé, and, before starting, 
we took the “précagution of asking 
whether the crossing was feasible. “But 
certainly,’’ they had replied, smiling down 
on us indulgently, . Nothing, according to 
them, eould be more simple: no doubt; 
there was a little snow here and there, but 
the path over the tol was: unmistakable, 
and a few. hours’ walk would bring us 
down the other side and into the Soldeu, 
the first Andorran village. 


AN EARLY START. 


So we started off early the next mornin 
full of energy and with our packs on _s 
backs. The sky was blue, the snow on the 
‘Mountains made an attractive picture, and 
all was well: “We sang as much as we 
could remember of “‘Auprés dé ma 
blonde '': after that we sang “ The bonny 
bonny banks of Andorra ” and “I'm off 
to Las Escaldas in the morning.” Soldey 
was only my miles away, and, havi 
covered the first four miles in an hour 
a half, we began to feel that the thing 
ayy eoryge too easy. 
iat, however, was before we pas 
snow-line. A turn in the path’ found es 
first patch, and a 
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few hundred yards further on we were 
waist-deep in it. It was highly amusing at 
first, but the fun began to pall after a 
time: for one thing dur path was now com- 
pletely submerged, and even the stream 
which should have been our guide was 
covered over, 

Black patches of rock rose at intervals 
like islands in a white sea, and towards 
these we floundered grimly, and sat on 
them until we had enough breath to make 
the next effort.

CANADIAN RAILWAY EARNINGS.

COMBINED PULP AND PAPER
